age. A few children and middle 

H^ed people die of diseases, such 
na Biiiallpux, plague, coiisiiniption, 
beri beri or leprosy, and n tew just 
simply die. 

The death rate is very small due 
either to the fact that the province 
is unusually liealthy, or else to 
the fact that there ia no drug store 
or doctors in the province. 

So far as I can learn theie is no 
particular reason why theysliould 
die at all, nor Is there any particu* 
lar reason they should live, either, 
They do not raise anything' to o\. 
port and their wants are so few 
that nothing is imported. Nearly 
arery man in the prorlnoe owna 
hie own houae, and a few square 
yards of land. The houses are 
worth auywliere from one dollar 
to ten dolfara, and tha land ia anf. 
tiolant to raiaa a yaara anpply of 
rice. 

Just before the rainy season sets 
in the rioa ie planted and it keeps 
the entire population bnay foraer 

ern! days planting and plowing. 

When the rice is planted the 
whole population retire indoors 
and await tha ripening of tha crop 
The men sit in the windowa and 
chew betel nut, and the women 
cook and weave a few yards of 
elolh mit of tha natiTo hamp, and 
ae rioa ta the only thing to cook it 
does not take up much of the 
cook's time or require an elabo- 
rate kitehan outfit. 

Tha man wear what la called a 
gee string and that constitutes 
their entire clothing. A gee string 
is about|the size of a handkerchief 
The woman wear but a single skirt 
and waist, cut low, and the child- 
ren go naked, bu the wife doesn't 
have to do much weaving to clothe 
her family, and this is well, for tiie 
women have at least one baby ev- 
•TV' year, and it would be rough on 
her if slie had to dotlie them all 
They don t require clotlieb in this 
country and the mothere are sen- 
sible to let children dress as thev 
dtj. When I think nf my Ixiylujod 
days and how I hated to put on h 
clean starched abirt, I regret that 
I wasn't a Filipino boy. 

I never ilropped a nickel in the 
Sunday school plate for the pour, 
benighted heathen but what i felt 
sorry for tha heathen. I thought 
of what 1 Hii-hf be fielping to 
bring him to hihI pi<-fure(l him 
care free and liappy in uuatarched 
breech clout and with no Sunday 
•chool lessons to learn, and I long- 
ed to be a benighted heatlien. and 
1 dou tknow but what my youth- 
ful deaira haa been granted. My 
dear aohool teacher had a false 
idea about hattlmi olothaa and 
decency.
